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BATTLES COMMUNISM 


BUILDING TRADES REFUSES 
SUPPORT TO UNIONS WITH 
COMMUNISTS AS LEADERS 


Trades Council, as American Institution, 
Will Not Tolerate Communistic Led 


Vehemently protesting commu-}| 
nistic leadership in A. F. of L. 
unions, the Alameda County Build-| 
ing and Construction Trades Coun- 
cil, in regular session this week 
and by unanimous vote, voted to 
discontinue support to Local 31, 
waiters and waitresses’ union, until 
the “communist leadership of the 
union is cleaned up.” 

In their protest to Local 31, the 
building trades wrote: 


“This is to notify your honorable 
|body that the Alameda County 
Building and Construction Trades 
Council, in regular session this 
week and by unanimous vote, voted 
to discontinue supporting your 
union in any manner whatsoever 
until the communistic leadership of 
the union is cleaned up. 

“Your president, Tom Farrell, is 
an admitted member of the com- 
munist party. This council, an af- 
filiate of the American Federation 
of Labor and an American institu- 
tion through and through, will not 
tolerate anything communistic, 
communistic led or supported, or 
anything that even ‘smells like com- 
munism.’ 

“The American Federation 
of Labor as well as your inter- 
national union is on_ record, 
through convention, as opposed

Mr. Farrell, an avowed mem- 
ber of the communist party in 
California. 

“A copy of this letter is being 
sent to the culinary workers’ in- 
ternational union, the city council, 
central labor councils of both Oak- 
land and San Francisco counties, 
the local joint board of culinary 
workers, the American Federation 
of Labor, the American Legion, and 
other bodies of unionists and fra- 
ternal organizations. 

“Hoping Local 31 will see fit to 
‘oust communism’ from its ranks 
at once and thereby gain the good 
graces and support of the entire 
labor movement again.” 

At last Tuesday’s meeting of the 
Oakland city council Mr. Farrell 
appeared as representing the com- 
munist party of the county of Ala- 
meda. He spoke for the party and 


then introduced Anita Whitney, na-| 


tionally known communist. 

The building trades council, rep- 
resenting approximately 18,000 
building trades mechanics in the 
east bay, will not permit known 
members of the communist party 
as delegates to the council. They 
have notified all organizations 
through the press, that they will 
not support anyone having any 
dealings with communism.

“Meanwhile, the head of the 
dual labor movement, which has 
given communists their oppor- 
tunity and which offers sanc- 
tuary to all rebels from Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor disci- 
pline, is raising funds to defeat 
deportation of Harry Bridges, 
the alien who has been dis- 
rupting unions on the west 
coast. 

“The representative of that dual 
movement who suspended those re- 
sponsible for the strike in the North 
American company takes time out 
to testify on behalf of Bridges and 
to deny that the men he suspended 
are communist party members. 

“Such quibbling to establish a 
technical difference between com- 
munist card members, those who 
follow the communist party line 
and fellow travelers is of no prac- 
tical importance when all are seek- 
ing to disrupt American life and to 
make way for a totalitarian order. 

“Against the communist-line in- 
vasion of our unions, American la- 
bor has its first call to war. Here 
is a major danger that threatens 
our way of life. The final conse- 
quences are obvious in the use of 
the army at the North American 
plant. As we value our inherent 
right to strike and the liberty which 
is born under a democracy, let us 
fight the enemy in our midst 

“An American attack against the 
enemy boring within our unions 
should follow these lines 

“(1) No communist should be 
permitted to act as an officer 
of any union affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor. 

“(2) No delegate from a com- 
munist-officered union or any 
person advocating communism 
should be accepted by the cen- 
tral body of state federation of 
labor. 

“(3) Every union member 
should realize his personal re- 
sponsibility for doing his part 
in keeping his union American 
and that duty consists in these 
essential acts: (a) attending 
union meetings, (b) following 
and understanding what is 
done, (ec) getting full reports 
from all persons to whom union 
work is delegated, (d) challeng- 
ing any proposal or any policy 
that does not conform to demo- 
cratic principles and construc- 
tive methods. 

“(4) Mass meetings should be 
held and representatives should 
appear at appropriate commu- 
nity meetings to keep the pub- 
lic advised of labor’s desire to 
render constructive service in 
this national emergency. Pres- 
ervation of democracy is par- 
ticularly labor’s cause.”

For Street Car Men 


Substantial wage increases were 
obtained for members of the amal- 
gamated association of street, elec- 
tric railway and motor coacn em- 


ployes in three new arbitration 
awards, union headquarters an- 
nounced. 


In Cleveland, the hourly pay of 
trainmen was raised five cents, 
with an additional increase of one 
cent an hour to be paid September 
1. The five-cent increase was made 
retroactive to last January 1, when 
the former contract terminated. 
The same increase was provided 
for one-man car and bus operators. 
Vacation grants also were improved 
so that men with five years’ serv- 
ice will now get fourteen days’ va- 
cation with twelve days’ pay and 
men with one to five years of serv- 
ice will get seven days off with six 
days’ pay.

won a ten-cents an hour wage in- 
crease from 77 to 87 cents, with 
proportionate increases for those in 
intermediate groups. Wages of 
garage men were brought to a top 
rate of 92% cents an hour. Vaca- 
tions with pay were increased from 
one to two weeks. The arbitration 
board’s award also requires the 
company to recognize the union as 
the representative of minor super- 
visory employes. The new contract 
provides for a complete closed 
shop. 

In Springfield, Mass., an arbitra- 
tion board granted employes of the 
Springfield Street Railway com- 
pany an increase of eight cents an 
hour to all bus operators, lifting 
the wage rate to 81 cents an hour. 
This award also was made retro- 
active to last January 1.
